The Clans met Andover on the 
local grounds last Saturday after- 
noon and were well beaten in the 
first round of the Marshall Cup ties. 
The final score was 4 to 3 against 
them, but this was no index of the 
play for Andover was easily the sup- 
erior team. The game was poorly 
played and only the intense rivalry 
between the two teams made it inter- 
esting. There was a large attendance 


of spectators, the inclosure being 
well lined with supporters of the 
contending teams and there were 


many exciting controversies regard- 
ing the merits of the players and the 
decisions of the referee, P. J. D’Arcy, 
who on the whole refereed a good 
game, giving his decisions as he saw 
them. The Clans vigorously pro- 
tested the awarding of a goal from a 
penalty by Skea, claiming that the 
ball had not crossed the line. On the

The Clans protested the awarding 
of the penalty goal by Referee Darcy 
and the protest was considered by 
the Marshall Cup committee Wed- 
nesday evening. Secretary McBride 
of the Andover club declared that the 
protest should not be upheld and 
quoted Rule 13 of the football asso- 
ciation: . 

“A referee shall be appointed 
whose duty it shall be to enforce the 
rules and his decisions on all points 
of fact connected with the game shall 
be final. The referee decides every- 
thing, the linesmen being his assist- 
ants, whose decisions he can over- 
come.”

chemistry, including analyses of soil 
and feed, oral and written English 
throughout the course, and_ civics, 
which last includes a course in public 
speaking, and other subjects which 
help to make for good citizenship. 
Agricultural departments in local 
high schools will be entitled to state 
aid, when and so long as they are 
approved by the State Board of Edu- 
cation as to 
“Organization, control, location, 
equipment, courses of study, qual- 
ifications of teachers, methods of 
instruction, conditions of admis- 
sion, employment of pupils and 
expenditure of money.” 
Such department is entitled to reim- 
bursement from the state to the ex- 
tent of one-half the amount expended 
in maintaining the school. The state 
contributes nothing towards the in- 


itial cost. of the land, building or 
equipment. 
Chese agricultural courses cover 


every subject “connected with the till- 
age of the soil, the care of domestic 
animals, forestry, and other wage- 
earning or productive work on the 
tarm.” 

There is at our high school land 
enough to serve for experimental 
and demonstrative purposes in the 
raising of all kinds of vegetables, 
(such instruction being given to a 
class as a whole) gradually working 
it into a practical course of landscape 
gardening and horticulture, beautify- 
ing the grounds meanwhile. Many 
girls take such courses, as, in fact, 
they do the whole agricultural 
course. A greenhouse at the school 
would furnish early spring instruc- 
tion for pupils, as well as the raising 
of ornamental and flowering plants 
to be used in gardens at the school 
and at the park. Instruction 
would also be given in that very im- 
port subject of making and caring 
for lawns. 

In Northampton, Mass., is the 
Smith’s Agricultural School, and 
Northampton School of Industries, an 
endowed vocational school, having 
the three departments, agriculture, 
domestic arts and mechanic arts. The 
agricultural work of the boys is all 
done at the school, which owns a 
large and well-equipped farm. Boys 


living in Northampton of course 
carry on their work at the home 
farm. The boys in the mechanical 


department build the stables, barns, 
poultry-houses, and all buildings used 
on the farm, for the agricultural stu- 
dents, besides keeping them all in 
repair. Students at this school are 
paid for special work. 

Some of the subjects taught in the 
tegular agricultural course are Farm 
Shop Work, including the making and 
repairing of hot-beds, cold-frames, 
and the repairing and care of farm 
machinery. Boys are also taught to 
build their poultry-houses, and other 
buildings and appliances, including 
plans, devices, implements and ma- 
chines—cost, use and upkeep. One 
great advantage of this course is that 
the pupils are taught and required to 
keep qa very strict account of their 
expenses and returns, even if the 
latter be only credit, as from the fam- 
ily garden. Seeds and fertilizers are 
paid for by the students, but the 
school usually buys these in large 
quantities and sells them at whole- 
sale prices to the pupils, and to the 
farmers, if they desire. 

Five Massachusetts towns are 
carrying on agricultural departments 
in connection with their local high 
schools, the present year, I15 boys 
taking the course. These towns are 
Hadley, Petersham, Northboro, Har- 
wich and North Easton. Fully 
twenty other towns are contemplat- 
ing the establishment of such depart- 
ments. 

The forthcoming report of the 
Board of Education will contain fig- 
ures from the earnings of twenty-five 
boys—five from each of the five dif- 
ferent farming sections in Massachu- 
setts where this plan has been in 
operation the past summer. The 
parents profit from the project work 
of the boys, indirectly, almost as 
much as do the boys directly. The 
exact figures are, for the boys, 
$1513.47; for other members of the 
family, $1313.64, and all this money 
made on the home farm with the 
regular equipment, after taking out 
the cost of seed and fertilizers, and 


wages, at current prices, for the boy 
himself and for any other members 
of the family who helped with the 
project, strict account of time being 
kept. The following is taken from 
the “New England Homestead” for 
February 22, 1913. “The highest net 
profit after the pupil had paid himself 
for his own labor, and had met all 
other expenses in connection with 
his home project, was made by 
Charles Stanley Bartlett, a pupil of 
the Smith School at Northampton. 
He handled twelve Jersey cows from 
November 7, I911, to June 1, 1912. 
His profit was $270. In addition, he 
paid himself for labor $109, making 
his direct earnings for that period 
$379. Strict account was kept, cover- 
ing every phase of his project. On 
graduating last June, Mr. Bartlett se- 
cured a position on a dairy farm in 
the eastern part of the state. He was 
sent west with some of the fine show 
animals, where he won a gold iedal 
with his stock.” 

The article further quotes from Dr, 
Lenhert, the director who furnished 
inspiration and teaching for the Bart- 
lett Jersey Herd’s success. “In my 
work in feeds and feeding I have 
required, wherever possible, practical 
feeding experiments with some kind 
of live stock on the home-farm. It 
was somewhat difficult to get all the 
boys started, and Bartlett was one 
who failed to get his herd on a bal- 
anced ration. I argued with him and 
worked out the ration he was then 
feeding and proved to him that there 
was a very apparent misadjustment 
of the feed elements, and that a bal- 
anced ration of the same feeds could 
be used at less expense. I said to 
him, ‘Show this to your father, and 
make it clear to him that he is wast- 
ing grain as surely by this method of 
feeding as though he would throw 
the grain into the yard by the shovel- 
ful. As a result he went to feeding 
a balanced ration and keeping rec- 
ords. These records at once showed 
him marked increase in production on 
a ration that was less expensive. 

‘There ought to be a great fund of 
inspiration in Mr. Bartlett’s work, for 
other young men. He is just an or- 
dinary country youth, who is indus- 
trious, and interested in dairy stock.” 

Other examples could be quoted, 
showing earnings of other boys, some 
large, some small. A boy who takes 
two or three projects during the sum- 
mer, as one boy in Hadley did, three 
hives of bees, twenty-five R. I. Red 
hens, and one acre of corn, would be 
sure to profit on one or two of the 
projects, if not on all. A boy in 
Northboro took for his project the 
cultivation of 128 square rods of 


sweet peas, and his total earnings 
amounted to $335.70. 
An agricultural instructor, under 


the control of the agricultural depart- 
ment of the State Board of Educa- 
tion, is supposed to help the farmers, 
as well as the pupils. It is advisable, 
wherever possible, to have a room at 
the high school where the latest lit- 
erature on all subjects agricultural 
shall be kept for the use of the com- 
munity, and where farmers and otlicrs 
interested, can meet to talk over, dis- 
cuss, and gain information on all 
questions which may arise on the in- 
dividual farms. 

A boy or girl who graduates from 
this agricultural course and receives 
a certificate, will be admitted to tre 
State College of Agriculture at Am- 
herst, without examination.

Pursuant to the provisions of Sec- 
tion 41 of Part 1 of Chapter 490 of 
the Acts of 1909, all persons, firms, 
and corporations, domestic or for- 
eign, subject to taxation in said town

NEXT, in case of residents, true lists 
of all their polls and estates, both 
real and personal, (not exempt by 
law from taxation), of which they 
are possessed on the first day of 
April in the current year, and in case 
of non-residents and foreign corpor- 
ations, true lists of all their estates, 
both real and personal, in said town, 
not exempt from taxation, which 
lists must be verified by oath as re- 
quired by Section 43 of said Part 1. 

Under the provisions of Section 42 
of said Part 1, as amended by Chap. 
515, Acts of 1909, the above men- 
tioned lists must be in form pre- 
scribed by the Tax Commissioner of 
the Commonwealth. These blank 
forms may be had at the Assessors’ 
office, or will be mailed to any ad- 
dress upon application. 


Section 45 of Part 1 of Chapter 490, 
Acts of 1909. A mortgagor or mortgagee 
of real estate may bring in to the assess- 
ors of the city or town in which it lies, 
within the time prescribed by the notice 
under section forty-one, a statement under 
oath of the amount secured thereon or 
on each separate parcel thereof, with the 
name and residence of every holder of an 
interest therein as mortgagor of mort- 
gagee. If such property is situated in 
two or more places, or if a recorded 
mortgage includes two or more estates 
or parts of an estate as security for one 
sum, such statement shall include an 
estimate of the interest of the mortgagee 
in each estate or part of an estate. The 
assessors shall, from such statement or 
otherwise, ascertain the proportionate 
interests of the mortgagor or mortgagee, 
respectively, in said estates, and_ shall 
assess the same accordingly, If, in any 
year, such statement is not brought in, 
the tax for that year on such real estate 
shall not be invalid merely for the reason 
that the interest of the mortgagee therein 
has not been assessed to him.

The people of Christ Church were 
responsible for paying a well de- 
served tribute to their pastor for a 
quarter of a century, through the 
medium of the enjoyable reception 
held last evening in the parish house 
of Christ Church. Many townspeople : 
not members of the parish joined with 
those who had arranged the affair, 
to pay a heartfelt tribute to Dr, and 
Mrs. Palmer upon this happy occa- 
sion. The generous gift presented | 
to the. principals. was a_ substantial 
method which showed the apprecia- 
tion of the parish for Dr. Palmer’s 
long and faithful service, but we are 
inclined to think that, after all, the 
tributes most welcome to him were 
those which united in the many con- 
gratulations which were tendered, 
and the many expressions of kindly 
feeling which accompanied the con- | 
gratulations. 

Twenty-five years ago the impres- 
sion which Andover made upon the 
visitor was very different from that 
which it produces today. Dr. Palmer | 
came to the town when it possessed | 
not a single one of the modern im- | 
provements that make most of the 
comforts of living from the present- | 
day standard. During his pastorate 
at Christ Church he has seen estab- 
lished nearly every public service | 
which now go to make up the advan- 
tages which the town offers outside 
of its natural charms. Better than | 
this, however, he has seen a love.fgr 
the particular natural advantages 
grow and develop so that they in 
turn have become more appealing 
than they Were twenty-five years ago. 
He has seen the great educational 
institutions which are so prominent 
a factor of the town’s life, increase 
in numbers and develop in material 
resources in a wonderful way. He | 
has seen the manufacturing industries | 
from which come many of the best 
people of the religious parishes of 
the town, increase in business and | 
prosperity, so that today they are 
probably three times as large in their | 
capacity for production as they were | 
twenty-five years ago. A generation | 
has. passed in his_ review, and 
through his church in its different de- 
partments have come and gone many 
hundreds of people who have left | 
their impress upon the life of the | 
town because of their associations | 
with him in the church activities | 
where they have worked together. 
As a prominent factor in overseeing 
the activities at Punchard, Dr. Palmer | 
has been closely allied with the pub- 
lic educational life of the community, | 
and his judgment, experience, and | 
clear insight, have added a great deal | 
to. the efficiency of the Punchard 
board during the past twenty-five 
years. ; 

His parish has changed but little 
in numbers, but many of the older 
people who were there when he 
came have passed on to their reward. 
His public activities have been broad 
and serviceable. He has been inter- 
ested in all that has been best for the 
town in its life and development. 
His judgment has seldom been 
at fault, and his counsel has been 
cordially welcome and very generally 
followed in dealing with the moral 
and social problems in which the 
clergymen of the town have been the 
natural leaders. Dr. Palmer has been 
a large factor in all of the life where 
better morals, better government, | 
better character, have been at stake 
in the community. This would be ex- 
pected from a_ clergyman, but this | 
has been sot simply the service be- 
cause it was a clergyman’s duty, but 
it has been a larger service coming 
from the natural instincts of the man 
to help others to live the right, thing. | 
When this has been coupled with the | 
call to duty laid upon him because 
he was a clergyman, it is easy to see | 
what fine service it has been in his 
power to render in all these years 
of activity. ;

SUCCESSFUL PRESENTATION 


Barnstormers do Excellent Work in 
“School for Scandal” Before 
a Large Audience 


“There is nothing in the world so 
noble as a man of sentiment.” So 
spoke Sir Peter Teazle, struggling 
against the surrounding chain of cir- 
cumstances, forged by malicious 
tongues, but still a victim of the 
hypocritical and cleverly concealed 
connivery of Mr, Surface. 


“Never let me hear you utter any- 
thing like a sentiment; I have had 
enough of them to serve me the rest 
of my life,” was his later ejaculation, 
when realizing the power and harmful 
accomplishments of the “scandalous 
college,” he was rejoicing in the 
overthrow of its members. 


The occasion was the presentation 
of “The School for Scandal,” by 
Richard Brinsley Sheridan, given by 
the Barnstormers in the town hall 
last Tuesday night. The play was 
the second in the season’s series and, 
like its predecessors, was attended by 
an audience which completely filled 
the hall and gallery. 

The presentation of Sheridan’s 
comedy was no small undertaking for 
the Barnstormers, as the slow action 
and great abundance of dialogue 
which characterizes practically all the 
dramatic works of the 18th century 
necessitates considerable skill in the 
portrayal of the various roles, and no 
slight amount of quickness and alert- 
ness in repartee, with sufficient em- 
phasis to produce correct shading, in 
order to save the whole’ from 
dullness and general lack of interest. 
“The School for Scandal” is brilliant 
and witty so far as the lines them- 
selves are concerned, full of humor 
and with not a few touches of sar- 
casm and railery at the failings of 
mankind, but it is so contrasted to 
the modern ‘play, that the modern 
audience finds it difficult work to 
fully appreciate it unless presented 
with unusual care. 

This fast requisite, however, was 
forthcoming on Tuesday night in the 
sympathetic management and _=ar- 
rangements of H. Winthrop Peirce, 
aided by the efficient cast, and the 
audience followed the five acts of 
the play with great interest. 

It is quite unnecessary to outline 
the story of the play which has now 
become a classic in dramatic litera- 
ture, or describe the gatherings of 
the gossips and trouble-makers, the 
plots of Lady Sneerwell and Joseph 
Surface, “the man of sentiment;” the 
love of Maria and Charles Surface, 
the spendthrift; the quarreling and 
reconciliation of Sir Peter and Lady 
Teazle; the advent of Sir Oliver, and 
the other events which make up 
Sheridan’s well-known comedy. 

The selection of the cast Was an 
admirable one, and excellent inter- 
pretations of his or her role were 
given by each member of it. Follow- 
ing the order in which the various 
characters appeared they were cast 
as follows: 

The part of Lady Sneerwell was 
taken by Mrs. N. E. Bartlett, who 
very satisfactorily portrayed the role 
of that accomplished and uncom- 
promising distributor of scandal, the 
“president of the scandal college,” 
with a careful emphasis of “the deli- 
cacy of tint and mellowness of sneer” 
attributed to her ladyship by Mr. 
Snake. 

The latter, whose part was played 
by B. Frank Michelsen, appeared, as 
was intended, the quiet, slow-spoken, 
flattering, money-bought assistant in 
scandal cultivation. 


The role of Mr. Joseph Surface was 
very capably handled by Charles F. 
Dole, who, with great success pre- 
sented the model young man, who 
had no enemies, who was above re- 
proach, who was of benevolent dis- 
position, but who, to counteract it 
all, was a hypocrite of no ordinary 
calibre. His scene with the gossips 
in the opening acts, and his seeming 
endorsement of the views of every- 
one present to still further complete 
his work of self-ingratiation, his ren- 
dezvous with Lady Teazle, his meet- 
ings with Sir Oliver which proved to 
be his undoing, and his final chagrin 
and cowardly fear, were all finely 
brought out by Mr. Dole. 

Mrs. Bartlett H. Hayes played the 
role of Maria very pleasingly, her 
earnest disapproval of scandalous 
gossip and her faithfulness to her 
lover through his period of seeming 
worthlessness being in delightful 
contrast to the attitude of her asso- 
clates. 

Mrs. Candour, with her belief that 
“tale-bearers are as bad as the tale- 
makers,” but with her remarkable in- 
ability to keep from belonging to the 
former aggregation, and in fact her 
burning desire to possess the inform- 
ation necessary so that she might 
belong to that body, was played by 
Miss Agnes Park with great success. 
Her setting forth of the contradiction 
in Mrs. Candour’s nature whereby 
she attempted to conceal her love for 
gossip by a protestation of her hatred 
for it was very amusing, 

Crabtree and his nephew, Sir Ben- 
jamin Backbite, the former an, in-

the latter a young fop with a bent 
towards verse-making, if it might be 
called verse, and both of them prom- 
inent members of the “school,” were 
well represented by Perley F. Gil- 
bert and W. Huston Lillard.

Peter Teazle and Rowley, the latter 
part taken by Roy E. Hardy. A. B. 
LeBoutillier appeared as the hot- 
headed and choleric Sir Peter, afford- 
ing the audience much pleasure in 
his work throughout the play. Among 
the most enjoyable bits of his acting 
was his scene with Lady Teazle in 
which his sudden shifts from the 
aggrieved and much tried husband 
of the woman of fashion, country- 
born, to the rich and indulgent lord 


filled with pride and admiration for 


his girl bride, and then to the flouted 
and worsted benefactor, were made 
with rare skill.

Interesting and Suggestive Article on 
the Possibilities of Punchard 


[The following article is adapted 
from a recent paper presented to the 
social science department of the No- 
vember club. It is written by a 
Punchard graduate who has a great 
deal of interest in the school and who 
wishes only the best for the school. 
The department itself is very much 
interested in the problem, not only 
of Punchard but of all vocational edu- 
cation, and the purpose of the article, 
as well as the careful study given to 
the subject by many of the prominent 
ladies of the town during the past 
winter, makes this a live topic at the 
present time.—Ed.] 


The time has come for the citizens 
of Andover, especially fathers and 
mothers of children of high school 
age and younger, to be thinking about 
conditions at our local high school. 
Boys and girls who are going to col- 
lege, attend the preparatory schools; 
thus, most of the pupils who gradu- 
ate from Punchard have finished 
their education, except, perhaps, a 
few who will attend a normal school 
for two years. But what is a boy 
fitted for when he is graduated from 
Punchard High School? No matter 
what branch of work he may follow, 
he will have to attend a trade school, 
a business school, or begin as an ap- 
prentice at the very foot of the 
ladder. In many cases, he doesn't 
even know what he would like to do, 
or what he can do best. 


That some changes will have to be 
made in the present building, is ad- 
mitted by all who know conditions 
there, some even believing it neces- 
sary to have an entirely new  build- 
ing. In other towns in the:state, vo- 
cational schools are being established 
in connection with the local high 
school, with great success. These vo- 
cational schools teach all kinds 
specialized education, and aim to fit 
for useful occupation. There are 
three departments in a true vocation- 
al school, agriculture, domestic arts, 
and mechanic arts. Most high schools 
are taking the agricultural depart- 
ment only, to begin with. Most peo- 
ple know in a general way what sub- 
jects are taught in the domestic and 
mechanical departments, but few peo- 
ple in Andover know to what an ex- 
tent the agricultural training and 
education have been developed in the 
state, and this article is to try to tell 
them. 


The different states all over the 
country are adopting the agricultural 
vocational school, in many different 
ways, but all with the idea of teach- 
ing agriculture in a_ scientific and 
practical way. Massachusetts has 
adopted the plan of part-time work 
on the home farm, in close connec- 
tion with the class-room instruction 
by a regular agricultural instructor, 
or supervisor. In_ this 
who is taught theoretically at school, 
how to take care of the poultry, or 
run the family vegetable garden, or to 
milk and care for the cows, puts into 
practice on his father’s farm all of 
these 
to-date methods. The supervisor not 
only teaches at the school, but goes 


about from farm to farm, to see that | 


each pupil is doing the work accord- 
ing to the methods taught. He is at 
work during the entire summer tak- 
ing his vacation in the winter, and the 
boys who take this course not only 
have the class-room and laboratory 
instruction with the class, but also the 
individual oversight of the instructor 
at his own home. The agent of the 
agricultural department of the State 
Board of Education personally visits 
each boy once a month during the 
summer, besides. 

In towns where this course has 
been established, the plan has worked 
most successfully, most of the boys 
earning several dollars from their 
farm projects, while they are still 
learning about them. In connection 
with their projects, the boys must 
keep a strict account of all their ex- 
penses, as well as their income. A 
few of the regular high school studies 
must be taken in connection with this 


course, as_ history, science, usually |

Donald never married, his reason 
being that if he did so, he would 
have to serve two masters which the 
Scripture says is an impossibility! 
Two nephews of this old Gordon in- | 
herit $20,000 each, and Donald will 
return to “Lochaber no more,” and 
sleeps beside his fathers, the beauti- 
ful clear river Dee singing his lullaby 
as it runs over the clear gravel of the 
“Sands o’ Dee.”

sand people. They did the same 
thing when Germany put on what, 
Roosevelt calls a scientific tariff, and | 
their thread continues to be the fa- 
vorite sewing-thread of every house- 
wife who plies the needle. 

I spoke in my last week’s letter 
about the old blacksmith, the great 
bridge-builder, Sir William Arrol, as 
dying in Ayr— 

“Ayr which ne’er a town surpasses 

For honest men and bonnie lasses.” 
Sir James Coats died at Carrick 
house, Ayr. Many rich men have 
since Burns’s day put up grand 
houses in Ayr, as it is sheltered from 
cold east winds and of easy access to 
Glasgow or Edinburgh. My motive 
in writing about Sir James Coats, Sir 
William Arrol and last though not 
least, Donald Gordon, is simply to 
show that our country has no monop- 
oly of men who make their mark.

Ballardvale Notes 
PART II 


The McEnroe tribe were a little 
hard to collect on account of the 
crude pencil notes, but after study of 
various tales of relatives, I think it 


In the old borders of Cavan and 
Meath, had lived many generations 
of the elders who sent sons here. The 
oldest of one group seems to be a 
Bernard for whom grandchildren are 
named. One son over there was John 
who married Catherine Flood (on 
old Andover name); also, Barney, 
who married Elizabeth Law, and Pat- 
rick. These did not come to Andover 
if they came at all. A sister, Ann, 
married Thomas Kavanagh. 

Barney (1) sent Barney (2), born 
1811, to Lowell 1842, the Vale 1843, 
where he was employed as engineer 
and fireman for the wool mills, and 
with his wife, Ann Rogers of Done- 
gal county, whose mother was a Mc- 
Laughlin, he began a family as did 
many another, rather late, on account 
of the hard condition of his youth. 
In 1863 he had Peter, Bernard and 
Elizabeth. 

Ann, with her Thomas Kavanagh, 
tried Tewksbury in 1846, Andover 
1848, He was born 1811 and she in 
1825, and between 1842 and 1857 these 
had a group in the Vale, of Mary, 
Margaret, Barney, and Thomas. 

Patrick, also son of old Bernard 

(1) wherever he died, left the widow 
Mary, a daughter of William Brus- 
sells and Ann Kiernan of a Vale fam- 
ily, and she was born on the estate 
of a Lord Beckwith (or some such 
name), and after her husband died in 
1852, she came over with John (2), 
who died and left a widow Ellen 
(Carroll) and one child in Lawrence. 
Bernard (2) lived in South Reading 
with his wife, Sarah Kelly, and two 
children, in 1863. Thomas died single. 
Margaret, Bridget, and Mary were all 
employed in. the Vale in 1863, and I 
hope they married in time and can 
tell me more of this interesting 
group. 
Michael (2) lived in “thé! straw-col- 
ored house opposite Scotts’, of two 
stories,’ owned by the late George 
Foster (many Andover men seemed 
to invest in real estate and swap 
houses in that period). 

Michael was born in 1835 and came 
in 1857 with Fanny Lynch of a Prot- 
estant family born in Cork county, 
and whose parents came over in 1849 
and lived in the Vale. Michael had 
a small family started and his mother 
lived with him. 

John and Catherine (1) contributed 
Patrick (2) who lived in the Schooner 
Block, born in Cavan in 1831 and met 
his wife in Lawrence,—Ellen Mc- 
Manners, whose mother was a Hart, 
born in Sligo and raised in England 
one son, John Bernard, who died in 
the Vale, and a girl was left, Eliza- 
beth, at four years. 

Besides these there hier an ase 
John ofeatiaiien born in 1827, and a 
wife name urns, of Down county, 
who had started with two small kids, 
John and William. James was dead; 


while in West Parish lived an extra , 


Michael McEnroe, who had Mary 


| Caffrey for his mother, relatedto the 


Vale Caffreys in some way. 

He was over in 1852 with his wife, 
JoannaHayferry from Cork county, 
and was living on the old York place 
near the North school (I believe was 
once Aaron Noyse farm). They had 
four children in 1863. 

Now of all these, in the 1899 Direct- 
ory there was only Mrs. Linda Mc- 
Enroe on Andover street in the Vale. 
There are none on the poll list of 
1912. If any are left in the female 
lines here, I hope they will send word 
of anything that will honor Andover 
in the career of these grafts from an 


ancient stock; for in my trade, a fine | 
specimen of a man is of equal inter- , 


est with a new rose or potato, which 
will excuse my tale to those who are 
bored and take little interest in see- 
ing how “they came out” unless it is 
the hero of a novel. Heredity is a 
great science to study. 

I could get no more of Thomas 
Keenan (maybe Kiernan for Poore’s 
copy and my own could not be cor- 
rected from public record as in the 
case of older stock), nor did I get 
more on McGowan, related to the 
McEnroes and McManners and Harts 
in many a link showing the Cavan 
neighbors. 

Thomas Smith from the same sec- 
tion, and Margaret Clark were par- 
ents of families in the Vale; James 
of Virginia in Cavan county, a son 
born 1818 and wife Bridget, came in 
1845; in 1863 had a last babe added to 
a small band. But I would not be 
able to pick out from Scot and 
3riton and our own folks in a fifty- 


| year list, the Cavan group, so unless

was over, Ann Gibney she was, had 
good courage, when nearly seventy, 
in 1851 to come acrossthesea. Sheleft 
one small grave beside Owen’s, and 
a daughter Mary, married to a Mc- 
Dole. Her son Thomas (2), a bach- 


‘elor, who was in Tewksbury at work,

John’s little son was working in the 
file shop at twelve and getting $8.75 
«a week. One of my brothers tried it 
because he was too young for war, 
znd went back and forth on the train 
with his tin dinner-pail; and the tales 
he brought home of the way things 
went in the Vale made my father see 
*hat those who staid at home also 
had experiences. 

James, Margaret, Mary and Ellen 
in 1863 and others were all of the 
(3), from Owen of Cavan. Madam 


Caffrey’s daughter Margaret, had 
chosen a cousin Patrick, and lived in 
Haverhill; Ann married John Coyle 
of the Vale; all I had of him was his 
lameness and a son in a Wilmington 
bakery named Peter, and two girls, 
Rose and Ann, living on River street. 

Patrick (2) was still single; Bridget 
married John Lynch of a Protestant 
family, son of Timothy Lynch of 
vueenstown, his mother a Kanby of 
Cork county, born in 1797, and she 
came to the Vale as a friendly gossip 
for Mrs. Caffrey. How I wish I 
could have gone around with Poore. 
They would have told me so much 
more than bare dates. Young Timo- 
thy Lynch had taken the cottage on 
Sunset Rock on the Whiting estate, 
so he too may have worked on the 
land, as did many of the new-comers. 
A daughter, Fanny Lynch, married 
Michael McEnroe. Perhaps James 
Lynch, one of the bearers at Owen 
Caffrey’s funeral,w as one of these 
cousins. 

William Caffrey married Ann Tighe 
(real old Gaelic name). They came 
from Lowell and bought a house 
owned by Charles Pray; little Mary 
Ann, still a babe, and now if living, 
with her grandchildren perhaps. 

Kate had married Patrick Conners 
of Haverhill. Owen next and not so 
happy in his love affairs as the rest, 
was comforted by his mother, at 
home, Philip married Barbara Bar- 
rett of Cork and lived in Lowell. 

James Caffrey and wife, Jane Smith, 
daughter of Thomas Smith, and Mar- 
garet Growney of Dublin, came from 
Lowell and lived seven years near 
Nathan Clark, in the old schoolhouse 
rebuilt, and finally bought a house of 
a Mr. Flint. His son Owen, who died 
in January, was only three when he 
came from Lowell, so the reporter 
placed his birth in the Vale. He was 
the eldest by the note of Poore and 
evidently was the good brother to the 
rest. On our tax list in 1912, I get 
Thomas E. on Andover road and 
Thomas J. on River street, with his 
brother Owen, so I conclude he holds 
the first Andover homestead of his 
line here. Still I may be wrong. 
William lives on Tewksbury street. 
It seems like the survivors of three 
of the lines. 

I wish to thank the man who ar- 
ranged the tax list of the South dis- 
trict alphabetically and easy to find 
a man; while the other sections are 
done as the old-time assessors used 
to take them, in the order of visit, 
houses and not men, and the occasion 
of inward cursing to students. And 
the streets in each district are alpha- 
betically set forth, with vast skips; 
so in haste, I may have missed some 
head of a family. But of the allied 
lines of the Cavan and Meath group 
born in Andover, we ought to see 
where they went, so the next com- 
munity they settle in can come back 
to us. All this will be of use for 
those here and in the old country, 
where great interest has arisen in 
connecting family lines, even back to 


1718.
